"The  Constitutional  Convention"  of  Gamma  Sigma  Sigma  was  held  at  the  Beekman  Tower  in  New  Yorit 
City,  on  October  12,  1952.  For  three  days  the  girls  at  this  first  convention  devoted  their  time  to  devising  a 
national  constitution  acceptable  to  all.
